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REMARKS 

Applicant would like to thank the Examiner and the Examiner's supervisor for the 
courteous interview with Applicant's representative held on April 20, 2010. During the 
interview, Applicant's representative explained the operation of the present invention with 
reference to claim 16. Applicant's representative noted that claim 16 recites "creating a script 
based on the request," and using the script in "combining" various segments "to create the video 
program." Applicant's representative distinguished the operation of the present invention from 
Zereski, Jr. et al. by noting that the reference does not teach or suggest creating a script, and 
therefore, does not create a video program in response to request. Rather, Zereski, Jr. et al. 
creates presentations in advance, and stores them in a presentation database for access by users. 
The Examiner's supervisor indicated that he appreciated the distinction, but needed to further 
consider Zereski, Jr. et al. 
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
